Sub- 
sequent treatment seemed to have little 
beneficial effect, although the advice of 
n specialist constantly was sought. There 
was no alarming sudden change, and up 
to early today immediate death was not 
expected. A collapse due to heart weak- 
ness occurred during the morning hours 
ivith fatal result.
